POST-DISPATCH BUREAU, JEF- 
FERSON CITY, March 15.—That the 
St. Louis police lobby has employed 2 
large slush fund to force the passage 
of the police salary raise bills, was 
openiy charged by Senator Cartvrr, 
Democrat, of Clark County, on the 

floor of the Senate today. 

“It is a matter of common know'- 
edge,’’ said Senator Carter, ‘“‘that mem- 
‘bers of the St. Louls police have con- 
tributed various sums of money for ths 
purpose of pushing bills. designed to 
irf@fease their salaries. 

‘We know. also that the operations of 
this lobby have been nothing short of 
scandalous. 

“Among the police lobby’s aids are 
men with questionable reputations in 
their own communities. They don’t 
stand for honor or decency. 

“It is a notorious fact that one of the 
police lobbyists has had plenty of money 
and that he has spent it lavishly in Jef- 
ferson City. His sudden prosperity is 
the talk of the own. 

“Commodious Touring Car.” 

“Now, at the other end of the line, 
St. Louis, I understand the police have 


suite of rooms at’a prominent hotel 


downtown, where week end sociables 
to members of the Legislature are held. 

“There is a commodious touring car 
also at the disposal of .the members 


and this is supplied gratis by the po-. 


lice. Now, I do not charge that abso- 
lute corruption has marked the acts of 
the disgraceful police lobby, but I do 
say that if the charges which have 
been rumored are true, this Senate 
should institute an tmmediate and vig- 
orous investigation.’’. 

Senator Carter was speaking to a 
resolution, which he introduced, pro- 
viding for a.formal inquiry into the 
police lobby’s activities in Jefferson 
City. The resolution included also tho 
representatives of public service cor- 
porations = special corporate inter- 
ests who have failed to sign the antli- 
lobby register in the Secretary of States 
office. The Attorney-General of the 
State and the prosecuting attorney of 
Cole County were directed by the reso- 
lution to proceed at once to enforce the 
anti-lobby law. 

Benator Gardner of St. Louis County 
poked fun at the resolution. He de- 
clared the lobby was a bugaboo and 
existed only in the imagination of 
Senators who wanted to make a “grand- 
stand” play for the “common peepul.” 

Buford of Reynolds moved that the 
resolution be referred to the Judiciary 
Committee to be reported out within 
three days. 

Referred to Committee. 

Senator Carter, answering Buford, 
said the résolution’ would be killed if 
it were referred to a committee. 

“Don’t whip the devil ‘around the 
stump, but stand up and vote for tnis 
resolution,’ shouted Carter. 

Senator Rogers of Audrain expressei 
that if Senator Carter aad 
any knowleiige of corruption in connec- 
tion with the work of the alleged polica 
lobby he. should make the fact known 
to the ‘prosecuting authorities of Cole 
County. 

Carter replied that the sole purpose 
of the resolution was to precipitate an 
inquiry for the purpose of finding out 
just who and how much money were 
back of the police bills. 

Buford’s motion to refer the resolu- 
tion to the Judiciary Committee carried 
by a vote of 14 to 7. cis

AUTO SPEEDERS 
LOSE IDENTITY 
CARD PRIVILEGE 


Abuse of Immunity From Imme- 
diate Arrest Brings Change in 
Police Regulations. 











Identification cards no longer will pro- 
tect automobile speeders from arrest. 
Chief Young Saturday afternoon notified 
the police of all districts not to accept 
the cards when tendered by persons halt- 
ed for violating the speed law, but to 
take them to police stations. 

The Chief said he took this action be- 
cause automobile speeders have not ap- 
preciated the idéntification card privi- 
lege and have lost no opportunity to em- 
barrass pursuing policemen. The serious 
injury of Motor Cycle Policeman Schnei- 
der while chasing a speeder Friday night 
hastened the Chief's action, he said. 

Identification cards were first issued 
about three months ago. Since then per- 
sons arrested for minor offenses have 
not been taken to stations, but have 
been served with police summonses to 
appear in court the following day.

SALEM, Ill., March 15.—After three 
compantes of militia had guarded the 
jail here all night to protect. Frank 
Sullens, held a prisoner on a charge 
of abducting and detaining 16-year-old 
Dorothy Holt, daughter of Assistant 
State’s Attorney Charles H. Holt, ar- 
rangements were made Saturday tv 
take Sullens to East St. Louis for safe- 
keeping. 

It was planned to give Sullens a pre- 
liminary hearing at 2 p. m. and then 
take him under guard of militiamen 
and deputy sheriffs from the courthouse 
to the Baltimore & Ohio station, five 
blocks away, and place him on a trata 
scheduled to depart for East St. Louis 
at 3 p. m. 

The abduction and _ detention of 
Miss Holt was told of by her when she 
returned to her home Friday morning 
after being away all night. Physicians 
say that her condition is serious. 

Sullens in a written statement after 
his arrest early Friday admitted that he 
forcibly dragged Miss Holt, first to a 
coal mine on the outskirts of the town 
and later to a cattle pen near the mine 
and held her a prisoner there all night. 
He also admitted that he had attacked 
her. 

’ Planned to Demand Ransoni. 

He says his act was the result of a 
plot to capture Miss Holt and hold her 
for ransom. This, he said, was a plan 
of revenge against her father because 
of his activity in officially investigat- 
ing the killing of Robert Miller, whose 
body was found in an abandoned well 
near here early in February. 

On the strength of Sullens’ written 
statement Ernest Harrison of Salem, 
was arrested and is now in jail charged 
with being Sullens’ accomplice in the 
It is probable that Harri- 
son also will be taken to East St. Louis 
for safe-keeping. He denies Sullens’ 


the abduction. 

When news of the abduction and at- 
tack on Miss Holt became generally 
known in town Friday, a crowd of 
more than 200 assembled in the court- 
house grounds opposite the jail. 
was believed that many of these were 
merely curiousity seekers who hoped to 
catch a glimpse of the prisorier if he 
should be taken from the jail to the 
courthouse for a preliminary. hearing. 

Crowd Wrecks Whisky Joints. 

The crowd did not become demonstra- 
tive until the word was passed aroun:l 
that Sullens, in his statement after 
his arrest, had said that he was u»n- 
der the influence of whisky purchase 
in Salem when he abducted. Miss Holt. 
Salem is a ‘“‘dry”’ town, but in defiance 
of the law several! illicit saloons or 
joints have flourished there. 

Someone in the crowd cried: “Let's 
wreck the joints!’’ It was a rallying 
cry which met instant response. The 
crowd ruehed from the courthvuse yerd 
and, separating into attacking parties, 
swooped down on the illicit saloons,

INSURGENTS LOSE 
IN FISTORICAL 
OUIETY FIGHT 


‘Mrs. Idress Head, Custodian, 
Forces Conservatives to Re- 
cruit Full Voting Strength. 


OPPOSES JUDGE DOUGLAS 


Aided by Mrs. Anna _ Sneed 
Cairns She Almost Controlled 
Annual Election. 








A suffragist rebellion in the Missouri 
Historical Society, led by Mrs. Anna 
Sneed Cairns of Forest Park University 
and Miss Idress Head, resulted in a 
battle for the control of the society 
at the annual election of officers Friday 
night. The insurgents were defeated, 
but it took three days of the hardest 
kind of organization by leading business 
and financial men of St. Louis to insure 
‘victory for the conservatives. 

Millionaires who have not left their 
ihomes at night for any business or 
pleasure engagement for years were 
urged with such persistency to attend 
the meeting to put down the rebellion 
that they broke the family rules and 
went. Miss Head, who has been custod- 
ian of the archives of the society for 
several years, was the real leader of 
|the insurgents and was ably assisted by 
Mrs. Cairns, Judge John H. Terry and 
David I. Bushnell. 
| Drop Fight on Bixby. 

The original object of the insurgency 
|was to oust William K. Bixby, as presi- 
dent, and Judge Walter B. Douglas, as 
vice-president, of the society, according 
to some of the regulars. By the time 
‘the members assembled in the hand- 
some Jefferson Memorial at the entrance 
to Forest Park, which is to be the per- 
imanent home of the society, the fight 
had narrowed down to a (fight upon 

Judge Douglas for re-election for vice- 
president and the candidate of the con- 
‘gervatives for second vice-president to 
succeed V. Mott Porter. 

The real cause of the insurgent move- 
‘ment, it is said, was the employment, by 
‘Judge Douglas and other members in 
‘control, of Mrs. Henry Beauregard of 
5807 Von Versen avenue as assistant cus- 
‘todian. Miss Head, according to inform- 
ation which leaked out through members 
of the organization, feared that she 
might be dismissed to make a place for 
Mrs. Beauregard as custodian. Miss 
Head is a grand niece of the late Gen. 
Sterling Price, and is credited with the 
fighting spirit of the old Confederate 
|leader and much of his organizing abil- 
‘ity. Mrs. Beauregard is also a relative 
of the noted Civil War leader of the 
same name. 


Misa Head Well Organized. - 
Miss Head had her forces so well 


organizéd that the opposition concedes 
her plans undoubtedly would have suc- 
ceeded if some of the conservatives had 
not discovered the insurgent movement 
three days ago and acted promtply tv 
-checkmate her. She and her advisers 
had agreed upon Louis Houck of Cape 
Girardeau, railroad builder and author 
of a history of Missouri, as first vice- 
president, and Judge Terry for vice- 
president. 

The vice-president has been practically 
in control of the affairs of the society 
for many years, President Bixby serv- 





‘ing more in the capacity of ‘‘angel’’ to 


the organization than as executive. 

When the members gathered at the 
Memorial they found Miss Head and 
Miss Cairns ready to lead them into one 

of the committee rooms to line them 
up for the insurgent slate, and Presi- 

dent Bixby, former Gov. Francis and a 
score of others inviting them into an- 
other room to induce them to support 
'the conservative ticket. Mayor Kreis- 
mann, former Mayor Wells, Isaac F. Li- 
enberger, John F. Lee, James E. Smith 
and Capt. Robert McCulloch, who had 
not attended a meeting of the society in 
years, were on‘ hand. The members 
came from all directions, and nearly 200 
were in their seats when President Bix- 
by called the meeting to order. 

Bixby sounded a note of warning 
against the insurgent movement in his 
opening speech. He pleaded for harmony, 
stating that it was the first time in the 
history of the organization that there 
had ever been any dissension. He said 
that he was willing to pay all the ex- 
penses of the society, if necessary, but 
he wished to insist that there must be 
harmony. He was nominated for re- 
election, by Francis, and elected without 
opposition. 


When he called for nomination for 
vice-president, Judge Terry nominated 
Houch and also made a plea for har- 
mony. Judge Douglas was put forward 
as the candidate of the conservatives. 
Lionberger Davis and W. F. Saunders, 
secretary of the Business Men’s League, 
were appointed tellers to receive and 
count the votes. 

After the ballots had been dropped 
into the hats, Davis and Saunders re- 
tired to count the vote, while President 
Bixby called for nominations for sec- 
Mrs. Cairns inter- 
rupted with a demand that the tellers 
be required to count the votes on the 
table in the presence of everybody. This 
demand created some amusement and 
after the conservatives declared that it 
was a reflection upon the tellers, it 
was voted down. 

The conservatives had distributed 
typewritten ballots among the members. 
This seemed to count for much, because 
Judge Douglas received 82 votes to 2 
cast for Houck. The insurgent move- 
ment had been nipped in the bud on the 
first ballot. but the women leaders in- 
sisted on a fight on second vice-presi-

New York Mayor to Appear 
Thursday at Hearing on 
Criminal Charge.

NEW YORK, March 15.—Magistrate 
Frederick Kernochan issued a sum- 
mons for Mayor Gaynor yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the complaint of Ralph Pulitz- 
er against the Mayor for criminal libel 
of his father, the late Joseph Pulitzer. 
The summons is returnable March 2 

at 4p. m. 

The granting of the summons took 
only a short time. The witnesses and 
newspaper men had assembled in the 
little court room at 300 Mulberry street, 
awaiting the arrival of the Magistrate. 
When he appeared, he said he thought 
all the newspaper men there to cover 
the story should be excluded. 

Magistrate Grants Summons. 

“That is the usual custom when ap- 
plications for warrants and summonses 
are heard,’’ he said. The newspaper 
men filed out, and about 2 minutes 
later the Magistrate called them in and 
announced that he had granted the 
summons for Mayor Gaynor on the ap- 
plication of Ralph Pulitzer on a com- 
plaint of criminal libel. Mr. Pulitser 
was represented by Howard Taylor of 
7l Broadway, and his private secre- 
tary, John Fletcher. 

Magistrate Kernochan said he did 
not hear any of the witnesses, simply 
having them swear to their affidavits. 

Mr. Pulitzer bases his complali:it 
against the Mayor on a statement at- 
tributed to the Mayor while delivering 
an address before the South Brooklyn 
Board of Trade on the evening of Fen. 
6 last. In the course of that address, 
the Mayor, it is complained, said, with 
reference to the late Joseph Pulitser:

NEW YORK, March 15.—Julian Haw- 
thorne, Dr. William J. Morton and Al- 
pert Freeman were found guilty in the 
United States District Court last night 
of using the mails to defraud in con- 
ection with the sale of mining lands 
in the Cobalt district of Quebec, which 
their hired experts held out to be fab- 
ulously rich. Josiah Quincy, twice 
Mayor of Boston and Assistant Secre- 
tary of State under President Clevelaad, 
was acquitted. Judge Mayer at once 
pronounced sentence: 

Julia Hawthorne of New York, 7 
years old, son of Nathaniel Hawthorne, 
the novelist, author, graduate of Har- 
vard, one year and one day in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlanta, the sen- 
tence to be considered as having corn- 


- menced Nov. 2%, the day the trial be- 


gan. 

Dr. William J. Morton of New York, 
68 years old, son of Dr. William T. 3. 
Morton, discoverer of ether; nerve spe- 
clalist and himself discoverer of new 
methods of applying local anesthetics, 
graduate of Harvard; one year and one 
day in the Federal penitentiary at At- 
Janta, the sentence to be considered as 
having commenced Nov. 25, the day the 
trial began. 

Albert Freeman of New York, 46 years 
old, promoter and formerly a broker, 
five years and three days in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlanta, the sen- 
tence to be considered as having begun 


on Jan. 1. 


Three Men Handcaffed. 
The three convicted men were hand- 


cuffed to three deputy United States 


Marshals within 15 minutes of being sen- 
tenced and were taken to the Tombs. 
A 10-day stay was granted to enable 
their lawyers to carry the case to the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
during which time they will remain in 
prison in New York. 

If permission be obtained to appeal 
and a further stay be granted by the 
upper court, the men may be released on 
bail, pending the argument of the ap- 
peal. | 

None of the three broke down, either 
during their sentence or when they were 
handcuffed, an opefation which caused 
the most dramatic moments of the trial. 
Pale, the cold sweat standing on their 
faces, the guilty men were steadfast 
throughout their ordeal. 

When they were taken from the court- 
room and led down one of the long cor- 
ridors of the Federal building, each ac- 
companied by a deputy marshal, they 
talked. They were escorted to the door 
of the deputy marshals’ room by their 
counsel and friends. 

Here the lawyers shook hands with 
them, Then they passed into the dimly 
lit, desolate room and the big door was 
closed. There was utter silence after 
the excitement of the courtroom. Depu- 
ty marshals and a few newspaper men 
were the only others in the room. 

Hawthorne sat down, took eut a ci- 
garette and smoked. Dr. Morton sat 
beside ‘him, with a cigar. Freeman, 
deathly pale, walked up and down, 
smoking a cigar. 

Dr. Morton, with a wan smile, got 
up and walked toward a reporter. 

“We can smoke,” at least, he said. 

“Win you say ener he was 
asked. 

Calla It “Anesthesia Curse.” 

“Yes, I will say this,” he said: ‘This 
is the anesthesia’ curse which has 
come upon me. All my life I have 
been fearing that some tragedy of a 
terrible nature would overtake me. I 
am suffering, as my father did before 
me, for nature's law of compensation. 

“My father gave mankind one of its 
greatest blessings. He gave mankind 
ether and insensibility to pain. He 
was robbed of the fruits of that dis- 
covery during his life. They took it 
from him, giving him nothing whatever 
in return. He died at 48, leaving his 
family so penniless that their support 
fell on me. 

“The Civil War was fought on ether. 
If every human belng who has been 
saved suffering by ether had paid to 
the Morton family its due, that family 
would be one of the wealthiest in the 
world. 

“Well, my father gave this wonderful 
good to humanity. The law of compen- 
sation requires that suffering must 
counterbalance the blessings. Thus, un- 
der that law, my father suffered neg- 
lect and I am suffering this frightful 
fate. And I am paying, as I have feared 
all my life I would, under what I have 
always called the anesthesia curse.”

OLNEY DECLINES 
RITISH EMBASSY: 
FLIOT CONSIDERED 


Former Cabinet Officer Assigns 
“Family Reasons”’ for Action 
—Other White House 
Activities. 








WASHINGTON, March 15.—Richard 
Olney of Boston, to whom President 
Wilson offered the post of Ambassador 
to Great Britain, has declined. His let- 
ter of refusal was received at the White 


House today. 

Olney’s letter was said to be of a con- 
fidential nature, and was not made pub- 
lic. Secretary Tumulty, however, an- 
nounced that Olney had declined ‘‘for 
family reasons.’’ It is understood that 
Mrs. Olney had been in poor health, and 
that Olney was loath to change his res- 
idence at his advanced age. His many 
business connections, through his law 
practice, also are said to have influenced 
him to remain in this country. 

Speculation as to who might be chosen

mediately on the announcement of Ol- 
ney’s declination. It was pointed out 
that beside Olney, President Wilson had 
had in mind Charles W. Eliot, president 
emeritus of Harvard University, but had 
offered Olmey the place because of his 
conspicuous record in the Democratic 
party and as a member of the Cleveland 
Cabinet. 

It is not known that Dr. Eliot would 
accept the post, as it has always been 
understood that he declined a diplomatic 
offer from President Taft.

House that the nomination of former 
Gov. John Burke of North Dakota, to 
be United States Treasurer, would be 
sent to the Senate today.

PARALYSIS FOUND, 
~ SAYSDR. FLEXNER 


Noted Surgeon Announces Dis- 
covery and Shows Pictures of 
the Organism. 


OPENS WAY TO FIND CURE 





Another Discovery of Great Im- 
portance Is Announced 
at Doctors’ Meeting. 





. 

BALTIMORE, March 15.—Before an 
audience which packed the medical am- 
phitheater of Johns Hopkins Hospital 
and overflowed into the corridor, these 
announcements, each of which is of 
sufficient importance to stir the medical 
profession throughout the world, were 
made last night: 

By Dr. Simon Flexner, director of 
Rockefeller Institute for Scientific Re- 
search, New York City—That he had 
discovered the virus of epidemic polio- 
myletis. 

By Dr. Hydeyo Nogouchi, of the same 
institution—That he had demonstrated 
the presence of treponema pallidum in 
the brain of general paresis. 

Translated from. technical language, 
the announcement by Dr. Flexner means 
that the hitherto undiscovered organ- 
ism which causes infantile paralysis has 
been found, identified and cultivated. 

These discoverigs, whose importance 

is indicated by pronouncement of Dr. 
L. F. Barker, were made public for 
the first time last night. The announce- 
ments by the discoverers were greeted 
by the physicians, surgeons and med- 
ical students who had gathered to hear 
the addresses of these distinguished 
scientists, with prolonged applause. 

Illustrating his statements with micro- 
photographs, Dr. Fletcher told the aud- 
ience that the organism, which is the 
cause of infantile paralysis, was one 
of the smallest which has ever been 
identified. As shown upon the screen 
in an enlarged view of a section of the 
spinal cord infected with it, the germ 
apepared in a chain-like form, jin a 
wavy line. 

Dr. Flexner stated that in the cultiva- 
tion of it, the use of a medium free 
from oxygen had been found necessary 
and that because it could grow only 
in the absence of oxygen, it would 
never be found in blood or in any cavity 
containing oxygen. In the cultivation 
of it, tissue infected with the virus. was 
placed in a receptacle from which the 


pump and under the resultant condition 
the virus was propagated. 
Monkeys and Insects. 

With this virus Dr. Flexner said in- 
fantile paralysis had been induced in 
monkeys. Views taken from sections 
of the spinal cords of monkeys so in- 
fected were shown, together with views 
of sections from the spinal cord of hu- 
man patients who had suffered from 
the disease and the identity of the or- 
ganism so demonstrated. 

Dr. Flexner, referring to a treatise by 
Dr. Rosenau of Washington, setting 
forth the discovery that infection with 
infantile paralysis was caused by the 
stable fly, said that in his own re- 
searches he had not been able to es- 
tablish the fact that infection is caused 
by the fly, though he had no doubt 
that Dr. Rosenau had done so. 

In the course of his experiments, he 
said, he had employed for observa- 
tion other insests which were allowed 
{te monkeys infected with the dis- 
ease and had found that the insects 
thus became infected with the germ and 
retained it after a period of eight days, 
but he had not succeeded in infecting 
monkeys with the disease by having 
them bitten by insects so infected. 

Serum to Be Sought. 

The importance of this discovery by 
Dr, Flexner, &s related to the possible 
reduction of loss of life and injury to 
health from infantile paralysis, it was 
pointed out after his address, Mes in 
the probability that now that the virus 
has been identified and with the knowl- 
edge acquired through his experiments 
the treatment of the disease may pro- 
ceed along more definite lines and the 
discovery of a serum for the. cure of 
it may be looked upon as practicable 
and possibly early to be accomplished. 

Dr. Llewellin F. Barker, professor of 
medicine at the John Hopkins Univer- 
sity and one of the leading authorities 
on medicine in the world, said: 

‘“Bither one of these announcements 
would have been sufficient to make this 
to have had the pri- 
vilege of being present when both of 
them were made, {s an honor which 
we should record tn our diaries for the 
pride of our children and grandchil- 


dren.’”’

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PUSTOFFICE ROW 
BECAUSE OF PLACE 
RIVALRY REPORTED 


Job Jockeying, Together With 
Inspection and Threatened Dis- 
missal, Cause Alarm. 


Rumors that there has been strife in 
the St. Louis Postoffice for the last 
few days were partly confirmed Satur- 


day morning when it was learned that 
many clerks had received warnings they 
might be dismissed. 

All concerned, from the Postmaster 
on down, were reluctant to discuss the 
trouble. There were hints that it was 
due to a change of national administra- 
tion with resultant “jockeying” for pre- 
ferred positions, a controversy between 
two organizations of clerks over the 
unionism question and an inspection of 
the office following complaints of slow 
mail deliveries. 

When Postmaster Thomas J. Akins 
was asked about it he said an inspection 
was in progress, letters were being re- 
ceived by clerks, complaint had been 
made that letters had been sent to com- 
petent men, and it was probable that a 
change of national administration had 
started some maneuvering for choice po- 
sitions in the office. He declared there 
was not a ripple on the surface of af- 
fairs at the postoffice, and everything 
was running with perfect smoothness. 

70 Clerks Cited to Appear. 

Seventy clerks are said to have been 
notified to appear Monday before post- 
office inspectors to show cause why 
they should not be dismissed for incom- 
petency. Many others are understood to 
have received letters warning them that 
greater efficiency is expected of them. 

It was reported Saturday that the in- 
spection of the office grew out of a re- 
cent brush between Postmaster Akins 
and the railroads, in which the post- 
master furnished for publication figures 
showing that late trains caused late de- 
liveries. 

Akins says the inspection is the natura] 
result of his request for 8% additional 
regular clerks to take the places of a 
force put on tempororaily at 30 cents 
an hour after the parcel post was in- 
augurated. 

“My request for 8 additional clerks,"’ 
said the Postmaster, “‘was referred to 
the Postoffice Inspectors and they have 
been looking the office over to see if 
we are getting full service out of the 
force that we have. Ours is as good a 
force as any in the country, if not bet- 
ter than any other, but naturally some 
of the men are not as fast as others. 
The inspectors discover who the slow 
men are and write them letters admon- 
ishing them to do better work.

ARE NEARLY ALIKE 


Democrats, Republicans and Pro- 
gressives All Eager to Com- 
plete Free Bridge. 





WOULD COLLECT MILL TAX 





All Favor Repeal of Southern 
Traction Franchise—Socialists 
Ratify Platform. 


mary election law the nominees of the 
Democratic, Republican and Progressive 
parties met Friday and adopted their 
platforms. The Socialists also met and 
ratified a platform which had been pre- 
viously adopted. 

The Democratic, Republican and Pro- 
gressive platforms are remarkable for 
the similarity of their declarations upon 
the big. questions which will come up for 
solution during the next. administration. 

On the subject of completing the free 
bridge the three parties couched their 
declarations in almost identical lan- 
guage. The Democratic platform in- 
sists upon immediate completion of the 
bridge, with approaches that shall be 
free and untrammeled. The Republican 
platform declares for the completion 
of the bridge, with free approaches that 
will result in the abolition of the bridge 
arbitrary. 

The Progressive party favors the com- 
pletion of the bridge, with free and un- 
trammeled approaches into neutral terri- 
tory, giving preference to the Northeast 
approach. The party does not commit 
itself unequivocally to the Northeast 
approach, but will stand for that ap- 
proach until some other equally as good 
is suggested. 

Reber Approach Opposed. 

The repeal of the Reber approach 
legislation is demanded by the Progres- 
sives. While the Democratic and Re- 
publican candidates are opposed to the 
Reber approach, these two parties’ made 
no demand for the rey%al of the legis- 
lation. 

The three parties declared in favor of 
the repeal of the Southern Illinois trac- 
tion franchise. The Progressive party 
loop 
in the business district of the city to be 
built and owned by the city for the pur- 
pose of giving interurban lines using the 
free bridge adequate facilities for getting 
into the, city. 

The Democratic platform declared in 
favor of the employment of St. Louis 
union labor on all municipal work. The 
Progressive party demanded that none 
but qualified voters of St. Louis be em- 
ployed in city work. The Republican 
platform is silent on this subject. 

* For Cheaper Water Rates. 

All parties went on record as favor- 
ing’ the collection of the mill tax, and 
opposed to any compromise with United 
Railways’ by which it might be re- 
lieved of the payment of the taxes now 
due the city. 

The Progressives declared for the re- 
call, and the amendment of the charter 
to make the initiative and referendum 
easier of application. The Republicans 
also declared in favor of the recall, but 
the Democratic platform contained no 
reference to this subject. 

The three parties all declared in favor 
of cheaper water rates, and an adjust- 
ment of the rates that would eliminate 
existing discriminations. 

The Democrats declared in favor of 
municipal lodging houses, the readjust- 
ment of city salaries on a basis com- 
mensurate with the services rendered, 
for the extension of the play grounds, 
bath houses, public comfort stations 
and the enlargement of the zoo. The 
party also commended the administra- 
tion of Rolla Wells when he was Mayor, 
and called attention to the fact that St. 
Louis was given ‘‘clear and palatable 
water’ under a Democratic administra- 
tion. 

Republican Pledges. 

The Republicans pledged themselves 
to continue thea Lipartisan School Board 
| system, favored universal transfers, ex- 
tension of playgrounds, an open door 
policy for inévstrial extension to be 
encouraged by cheaper freight rates, 
and cheaper rates for fuel and light. 
The party favours the adoption of a 
charter to sim‘\lify and modernize the 
city governmen*. It also favors an 
eight-hour workday, with preference to 
St. Louis citizens on all city work: 

The Progressive platform contains bev- 
eral declarations not found in the Dem- 
ocratic or Republican platforms. The 
yparty declared in favor of the exten- 
sion of the waterworks system, for the 
mprovement of the public school system, 
for the construction of a municipal gar- | 
bage reduction plant, for the free sprink- ! 
ling of streets by the city, for the equip- | 
ment of the fire department with auto- 
mobiles to prevent losses by fire, for the 
revision of license taxes upon mercan- 
tile and other business of St. Louis, for 
the proper care of the sick and poor 
in the city institutions, for civil service 
in city affairs, and an amendment to the 
public service bill passed by the Legis- 
lature, restoring to St. Louis absolute 
power to abolish grade crossings. 

The Progressive platform contains a 
plank denouncing the alleged use of 
patronage by the present administra- 
tion to control legislation as a form of 
bribery. 

The platform also declared for the 
use of voting machines, for a zoo, and 
reaffirmed allegiance to the minimum 
wage for women plank of the national 
platform, and all’ other humanitarian 
planks governing industrial occupations.

UNION AV. GRADE 
GROSSING BILL 


Payment of Consequential Dam- 
ages of $4000 by City Is° 
Approved. 





The passage of a bill Friday by the 
House of Delegates ordering the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association to abolish 
the grade crossing on Union avenue, 
near Bircher street, with a provision 
that the city shall pay the consequen- 
tial damages, will assure the immediare 
construction of a viaduct over th2 
tracks, the Terminal having already 
agreed to the plan. 

The next crossing to be considered 
will be that of the Frisco snd Missour! 
Pacifico tracks at Tower Grove avenue, 


reads Committee of the House. Chair- 
man Roy M. Eilers of the Committee 
said Saturday that although he was 
opposed to the bill, he expected his 
committee would report it favorably. 

The action of the House in approv- 
ing the Union avenue bill, which had 
already passed the Council, is consid- 
ered by the members of the Board of 
Public Improvements to be the entering 
wedge in an administrative policy of 
payment of consequential damages by 
the city in abolishing all grade cross- 
ings. The consequential damages iat 
the Union avenue crossing arte esti- 
mated at less than $4000, but it is ad- 
mitted that they will be much greater 
at Tower Grove avenue. 

Eilers told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
his reasens for opposing the payment 
of consequéntial damages at Tower 
Grove avenue. 

“I am in favor of the city paying 
such damages when the amount ia 
small,”’ he said. ‘I realize that it is 
much easier to get the grade crossings 
abolished in this manner, but I do nt 
favor the .payment of large sums, such 
as will be necessary at Tower Grove 
avenue. 

“I shall probably vote against a fa- 
vorable report on the Tower Grove ave- 
nue crossing, but from the information 
I have I am inclined to believé that the 
committee will be against me.”’ 

Delegates Oviatt, Methudy and Eckel-

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SENATE LOAN SHARE BILL. 

In most respects, the bill to regulate the chattel 
loan business is in line with suggestions made 
by the Post-Dispatch. It is less stringent than 
the act of Congress regulating the business of 
loaning money in the District of Columbia; whica 
fixes the license fee at $500 per ‘annum, restiicta 
the rate of interest to 6 per cent per annum, 
and requires a bond of $5000 “The Setiate bill 
just passed requires a. license fee.of $25.per an- 
num, allows interest at 2 per cent a month, and 
requires a bond of $250C. But it is a great im- 
provement on existing legislation, and its penal- 
ties and bond requirement should go far towards 
preventing the exactions which have made the 
business of chattel loaning odious. 

The District of Columbia has the provision that 
individuals or companies engaged in the loaning 
business shall keep books, showing all transac- 
tions, open at all times to inspection by the au- 
thorities.

Change This Rule, A. A. U. 
HAT hurdle rule established by the 
Amateur Athletic Union author- 
ities ig like the ‘“‘busted’’ tramp who 
wanted to wet his whistle—in sad need 
of change. 

The &-yard event, as prescribed for 
reluctant athletes by the A. A. U. pro- 
vides four hurdles, at ten yards dis 
tances, leaving a space of 10 yards at 
the start and finish. 

Unfortunately all hurdlers are ac- 
customed to a lb-yard take-off before 
the first hurdle. Each has adapted his 
stride to this distance and knows the 
exact number of steps necessary in 
getting to the first jump. Now comes 
the 10-yard take-off which breaks up 
this calculation and puts the runner 
through strange paces, which may not 
bring him up to the first hurdle in best 
position for clearing it. 

The existence of the rule is due to 
the ‘misfortune which put it up to a 
man who had never been in a race to 
errange the conditions under which 60- 
yard hurdle events are now contested
